Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com­ 
merce, said here yesterday. 
The Secretary, who yesterday pre­ 
dicted action by the next session 
of 
Congress on the proposed damaging 
of the Colorado for flood relief, pow­ 
er development and irigation purpos­ 
es, said there would he no necessity 
for abandoning radical reductions in 
taxes. 
Among other 
projects 
con­ 
templated by the Government are the 
inland w aterw ays 
system , 
develop­ 
ment of the Columbia River 
basin, 
the St. Lawrence international canal 
and the regulation of the Great I>ak- 
es level. 
“None of these projects”, Hoover 
said, “has as yet reached the 
stage 
where the vast amounts of money are 
necessary to be appropriated. 
All of 
them, excepting those affceting 
the 
Colorado and M ississippi, are in such 
state that only prelim inary appropri­ 
ations will be asked. 
Only about $30,- 
000,000 will be required annually to 
cariy on the work upon the proposed 
Boulder Canyon dam and the M issis­ 
sippi projects.

the cost of public education to place 
them on a solid financial basis, Chas. 
A. 
Lee, 
State 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools, said here this afternoon 
in 
addressing 
the 
Audrain 
County 
Teachers’ m eeting. 
The cost of education has increas­ 
ed during the past fewr years, while 
the State school moneys have decreas­ 
ed m aterially, he declared. 
“ Missouri this year will pay only 
5 per cent cent of the cost of public 
education. 
The 
local 
com m unities 
will bear 95 per 
cent 
of the 
cost. 
The State should assum e from 30 to 
40 per cent of the cost, leaving 
the 
local communities to raise from 60 to 
70 per cent”, he said. 
“An equalizing fund of 
at 
least 
$5,000,000 is required to provide pro­ 
per elem entary schools 
with>n 
the 
reach of all the children of the State, 
and the elem entary school is the foun­ 
dation of our puhliu 
school 
system, 
and cannot, and must not, be neglect­ 
ed. 
"We cannot be proud of our Com­ 
monwealth as long 
as 
hundreds 
of 
boys and girls have only the privilege 
of attending a term of from three to 
six months, for the first duty of 
the 
S tate is to provide good 
elem entary 
schools within the reach of all chi! 
d ren ”. 
"Too many small high schools”, he 
decried a.s a present evil of the school 
system . 
"M any com m unities m ain­ 
taining 
a 
first-class 
high 
school 
hnuld not attem p t to 
teach 
more 
han the ninth and tenth grade w^rk, 
>r, in many cases, offer no high school 
work at all. 
"Sm all high schools are a very e x ­ 
pensive proposition, the cost of wiw 
at ion in some of them averaging as 
high as $400 per 
student 
per year 
These com munities, in the interest-, 
of true school economy, should teach 
only the elem entary grades and p ro ­ 
vide transportation and pay the tu i­ 
tion of their graduates to 
a 
larger 
school. 
“The right conception of public ed­ 
ucation is for the S tate and local com­ 
m unities to co-operate 
on 
finances, 
and afte r the local com m unity has as 
sumed its share, the State should a s ­ 
sum e the balance necessary to provide 
proper educational facilities".

$4817.00 
IN 
TWO 
WEEKS 


The 
canning 
factory 
is 
putting 
some money out for labor and beans, 
figures proved, when the past 
two 
weeks’ expenses were totaled. 
The girls were paid $1217.00 
and 
the farmers were paid $3600 for their 
beans. 
For several days during 
the 
rushed part of the season, 116 girls 
and 15 men worked steadily from 10 
to 12 hours per day. 
The average wage for the workers 
is around $1.65. 
Some of the more 
nimble fingered women have earned 
as high as $2.80 a day for snipping 
beans. 
The ^ork is off -eason work 
and the money paid out by the can­ 
ning company is almost a pick-up for 
the girls and women workers. 
The largest amount of beans to be 
turned in by one grower came from 
Frank Van Horne. 
He has three and 
a half acres and so far this season, 
he has picked 11,659 pounds. 
He is 
paying a cent per pound for the pick­ 
ers and he stated that he has several 
making $2.50 a day. 
He 
ha? 
sold 
enough beans to pay him almost $100 
per acre on the patch. 
The seed av­ 
eraged about $7 per acr** and the cul­ 
tivation amounted to about $20 
per 
acre. 
Another enthusiastic grower is C. 
H. Carter. 
He has a patch of beans 
about the size of a quarter of an acre. 
The beans were planted late so 
his 
picking season is now at its height. 
He has picked 2110 pounds off of the 
patch so far. 
Most growers are paying a cent a 
pound to the pickers. 
The beans, so 
far, have averaged two and 
a 
half 
cents per pound when 
sold, so the 
grower gets one and a half cents per 
pound for the planting, seed, and the 
cultivation. 
At this time of the year, 
the negroes are not busy with 
their 
farming. 
Most of thme 
would 
be 
sitting around doing nothing. 
The 
bean crop is a dead pick-up for them. 
Some of the 
farmers 
are 
kicking 
about the crop and the price. 
There 
are knockers in every game, but

FARM BUREAU NEWS 


Cotton leaf worms have b en re­ 
ported in Mississippi County around 
Anniston 
and 
in 
Dunklin 
County 
around 
Senath. 
They 
have 
done 
enough damage at Senath to justify 
poisoning. 
Farmers of Scott County 
should keep a very close watch 
on 
their crops, and as soon as worms are 
observed, local papers and the Coun­ 
ty Agent should be notified so that 
all cotton growers will know 
they 
have reached this county. It would be 
advisable to get out your spray guns, 
test them to see if they are in work­ 
able 
condition, 
and 
if not, repairs 
hould he ordered immediately. 
Until the advent of the boll weev­ 
il, the cotton leaf worm was consid­ 
ered the most injurious insect pest 
of cotton. 
It is the most injurious in­ 
sect we have in the extreme northern 
'>olt. 
During the winter months, the 
tdult moth hibernated in the south- 
•rn part of the cotton belt, usually in 
trash, wire grass and in timbered r e ­ 
gions. 
Only a few of these -urvive 
he winter. 
In early March, they lay 
their eggs on volunteer cotton whit h 
is only a few inches high. 
The eggs 
ire laid 
singly, 
usually upon 
the 
under side of plants. 
Aimut 500 eggs 
ire laid by each female. 
During the 
.varm weather, from three to 
four 
lays are required for these eggs 
to 
hatch. 
The 
young larvae are of 
a 
pale yellow color, and soon take on a 
greenish tinge and are marked with 
lark lines. 
Like the owlet moth, it 
dies only after sunset, but unlike the 
other moths its food is not only con- 
ined to the nectar of flowers, 
hut 
njures many peaches by piercing the 
kin and sucking the juice. This moth 
is a very strong flyer, and at the end 
of the season is usually found as far 
north as Canada.

Helpful hits for prospective and es­ 
tablished settlers in Alaska are con­ 
tained in a report of the work of the 
five agricultural experiment stations 
>f that territory recently 
published 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
Work was carried on in 
the year 1925-26 at Sitka. Matanuski, 
Fairbanks, 
Kodiak 
and 
Rampart. 
These stations are located in widely 
separated region of greatly varying 
climatic conditions. Each station con­ 
ducted work with a specific class of 
projects related to the particular re­ 
gion. 
At the south station, in the south­ 
eastern part of the territory, where 
the climate is cool, the summers wet 
anti the winters mild, horticulture is 
given much attention. 
Much work 
has been done on the improvement of 
strawberries. 
All 
the 
strawberries 
grown are for domestic use and for 
market in the interior, and 
most of 
those grown in the coast region are of 
Sitka origin. 
Several stations 
have 
demonstrated that strawberries 
be successfully and profitably 
in Alaska. 
Perhaps no crop is more generally 
cultivated in Alaska than the potato. 
It is the principal "money crop” and 
is used 
by 
everybody. 
Each 
town 
garden and prospector’s cabin has its 
potato 
patch. 
The 
many 
mining 
camps consume large quantities 
of 
potatoes, most of which are produc­ 
ed locally. 
The Sitka station has de­ 
veloped a number of 
varieties

yield well in Alaska.

Repairing of breaks in the levees 
near New Madrid and Dorena is ex­ 
pected to be under way inside of two 
weeks, following a meeting here Mon­ 
day afternoon of 
drainage, 
railroad 
and government representatives 
who 
agreed on distribution of 
construc­ 
tio n costs among the concerns inter­ 
ested. 
A total of $234,500 has 
al­ 
ready been pledged for 
reconstruc­ 
tion, and an additional $20,000 may be 
secured from the Frisco and Cotton 
Belt railroads if they 
sanction 
the 
recommendations of their representa­ 
tives at the meeting. 
The St. John’s Levee and Drainage 
District, the St. Francis Levee 
Dis­ 
trict, the Little River Drainage Dis­ 
trict, the Mississippi River commiss­ 
ion, and the Cotton Belt and Frisco 
railroads were 
represented 
at 
the 
meeting. 
Appropriations for repairs 
as stated at the meeting were as fol­ 
lows: 
Mississippi River commission, 
$128,000; St. John’s I^evee and Drain­ 
age District, $82,000 and furnishing 
added 
right-of-way; 
Little 
River 
Drainage District, $15,000; St. F ran­ 
cis I,evee District, $7500, Rperesenta- 
tives of the Cotton Belt 
and 
Frisco 
railroads agreed to recommend $5000 
and $15,000 
respectively 
to 
their 
roads as their part in the cost of re­ 
construction. 
The sweep of water over the levee 
at the New Madrid-Farrenburg 
and 
Dorena breaks has cut sinks in 
the 
ground beyond the levee, making 
it 
necessary to rebuild the levee out be­ 
yond these points. 
This will involve 
a now right-of-way which will make 
it necessary to build the levee in the 
edge of New Madrid, it is 
believed. 
Some houses at that point 
may 
be 
moved to make a site 
for 
the 
new 
levee. 
With the funds furnished, the levee 
breaks will be completely repaired, 
and the levee will probably be 
built 
higher than it formerly was. 
Bids on 
the Dorena fill were approved by the 
River Commission ten days ago. No 
bids will be open for the New' Madrid 
fill until the new 
right-of-way 
has 
l>een secured. 
All money for repairs is to be de­ 
posited with the River 
Commission, 
which will take charge of all work and 
let all contracts. 
Final repairs 
are 
expected to be completed in the early 
winter. 
Transportation 
difficulties 
experi­ 
enced by the twm railroads in the area 
of the levee breaks has caused them 
to take an active interest in repair­ 
ing the levee. 
The Frisco had consid­ 
erable difficulty from w'ater over 
its 
line passing through Lilbourn, a town 
located a few miles from New Mad­ 
rid. 
Service 
on 
the 
Malden-Cairo 
branch of the Cotton Belt was 
also 
seriously hindered by the levee break. 
The levee break, occurring in April 
during the flood period covered New 
Madrid with seven feet of water, forc­ 
ing nearly every inhabitant to 
flee, 
and covering the land with w ater out 
to the main floodway four miles east 
of Risco.

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FIRST SHIP TO FIT AMERICAN FLAG 
WAS LAUNCHED 150 YEARS AGO 


It is difficult in these days of 
as 
tonishing accomplishments to appre­ 
ciate 
fully 
such 
an 
event as the 
launching of a ship. 
But the history 
of today is only the shadow of 
the 
history of 
yesterday. 
Therefore 
it 
was fitting that the people of Ports­ 
mouth, N. H., recently 
should 
cele­ 
brate the 154Rh anniversary 
of the 
launching of a ship in their harbor, 
especially when it is recalled that the 
ship in question, the corvete Ranger, 
was the first man-o’-war to fly 
the 
Stars and Stripes and a companion 
ship to these, the first few, in 
the 
American navy. 
The Ranger was not a pretentious 
craft. 
She measured only 
a 
little 
more than 100 feet 
from 
stem to 
stern and carried no heavier 
weap­ 
ons than eighteen 6-pounders, capable 
of firing solid shot or shells 
a 
few 
hundred yards. 
Her claim to distinc­ 
tion and the right to be remembered 
in the history of this nation rested on 
more nduring merits; that of being 
under the stury 
sea 
fighter, 
John 
Paul Jones, and of being the first to 
bring the news of Burgoyne’s surren- 
dr at Saratoga to the French king, an 
act which enable France straightway 
to declare her allegiance to the colon­ 
ists. 
In John Paul Jones—John Paul, to 
be correct—the infant American navy 
had a commander unequaled even 
by 
the best Britain could send to 
these 
shores. 
He was 
born 
in 
Scotland. 
July 6, 1747, served for a 
time 
as 
mate on a vsesel engaged in the slave 
trade, and then slipped away to Amer­ 
ican, settling in Virginia. 
There he 
added the name Jones out of 
grati­ 
tude, it is said, to a wealthy planter 
by that name who had befriended him 
ami cared 
for 
him 
until he could 
make his way in the new country of 
his adoption. 
Before Jones had even so much as 
heard of the Rangers, and surely long 
before he ever dreamed of the fame 
he might achieve as comnmnder of an 
Amrican ship, he offered his services 
to America. 
In December, 1775, 
he 
was appointed 
a 
lieutenant in 
the 
navy—if it could be called such. 
He 
soon was ordered aboard the convert­ 
ed merchantman Alfred, Commodore 
Esek Hopkins’ flagship. 
There 
he 
hoisted with his own hands the first 
naval flag of an American squadron. 
The device was of 
yellow 
silk 
as 
background for a 
pine 
tree around 
which was coiled a snake. The legend 
“Don’t Tread on Me” was across the 
bototm of the flag. 


Having raised the first flag of 
the 
kind, Jones also was to be the first to 
unfurl the Stars and Stripes, raised 
to the masthead of the little Ranger 
July 4, 1777. 
Only a few weeks be­ 
fore—June 14— the Continental Con­ 
gress had established the official ban­ 
ner for the youthful nation. 
After the Ranger had been launch­ 
ed there remaind 3 months of 
pre­ 
paration before she could proceed on 
her way to France. 
When Jones 
at 
last arived threre in February of the 
following year he was destined to be 
th commander in charge of a vessel 
that received the first salute ever ac­ 
corded the American flag by a foreign 
nation. 
The ceremony of recognition 
took place in the harbor of Quiberon, 
where the French fleet lay at anchor. 
But the Ranger’s carter was 
not 
finished. 
Jones sailed from Brest on 
an expedition to the coasts of Eng­ 


land to harass British shipping. This 
by anyone but Jones, might have been 
thought a foolhardy undertaking, con 
idering the fact that a small Anteri 
tan ship was going alone to tease the 
liriitsh lion in his lair. 
As it 
was 
fhe venture of the Ranger turned out 
to be successful. 
Jones encountered a 
British sloop of war, the Drake, 
of 
equal armament but more numerous 
crew, and within little more than an 
hour and shot his adversary so full 
of holes that the Englishman surren 
dered. 
All this done with the loss of

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TAX REDUCTION NEXT 
YEAR UP TO CONGRESS, 
COOLIDGE DECLARES 


Rapid City, S. D., August 16.— In 
surveying the horizon as to possibili 
ties for tax reduction and the build 
ing of a 
balanced 
navy, 
President 
Coolidge today became critical of the 
past Congress for not adopting his 
suggestion for an authorization 
for 
ten cruisers, lie also 
warned 
the 
country that 
a tax 
reduction next 
year depended upon 
how 
Congress 
exceeded the budget 
for 
permanent 
improvements, such as flood control 
an-d Mississippi Valley relief and farm 
legislation. 
Tax. reduction next year, the Pres­ 
ident has concluded, can be made only 
if Congress keeps down expenditures 
and does not indulge 
in 
a riot 
of 
spending. 
It is evident to him there 
is going to be something of a surplus 
next year, and if the m atter of decid­ 
ing taxation revision were 
left 
en­ 
tirely in hands he could effect a satis 
factory reduction. 
Congress, on the 
other hand, he finds, always has 
a 
disposition to spend money. 
If this 
attitude is reflected in the next Con­ 
gress and a spending program much 
in excess of the budget arises there 
will be little prospect of a reduction. 
In his opinion it would be possible 
to reduce taxes next year if Congress 
refrained from spending the nation’s 
money and confined its activities 
to 
the necessities and gave only enough 
money to carry on for a short period 
the constructive 
program 
such 
as 
flood control and relief for the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley sufferers and farm re­ 
lief legislation. 
At the present time 
he knows nothing definite about 
the 
tax reduction program, 
lie feels that 
Congress should have accepted 
hi 
suggestion in the 
last 
session 
and 
made a reduction. 
This it concluded 
not to do and devoted the surplus to 
reducing the national debt. 
Now the 
situation facitig its calls for

appropriations for emergency legisla 
tion with the members 
of Congress 
committed to many projects not

cal sense dictating that wisdom 
de­ 
mands a tax reduction as a vote mea 
sure in the national election year. 
President Coolidge thus gave

vironment, there can be little doubt 
that home environment has a 
great 
deal to do with the manner in which 
boys and girls conduct themselves af­ 
ter they have reached their teens and 
on into the twenties. 
The woman who made the 
survey 
referred to is a member of the coun­ 
cil of social agencies, 
and 
received 
replies to questionnaires sent out 
to 
many uplift organizations. 
If we may judge by these replies, 
it seems that the many organizations 
ouf to make better children are sail­ 
ing over an uncharted sea 
without 
a compass. 
The 
organizations 
are 
pretty well agreed what the trouble 
is, hut each has a different 
remedy.

“Return to the old-fashioned way of

M eriw ether Lewis, soldier, explor­ 
er and te rrito rial governor was born 
one hundred 
and 
fifty-three 
years 
ago this week, on 
August 
18, 1774. 
The date is a significant one in 
the 
annal of both th e state and nation for 
Lewis’ 
nam e 
is 
among the 
most 
em inent of those associated with the 
w estw ard expansion of our 
country 
and with the early territorial period 
of Missouri’s history. 
In all the ro­ 
m antic adventuring which opened 
up 
the New World to colonization 
and 
civilization, th e re is no more 
heroic 
project than th a t carried through by 
C aptains Lewis and Clark. 


Lewis was born 
near 
C harlottes­ 
ville, \ a., in the county of Alberm arle 
in 1774. 
His father, William Lewis, 
was a member of one of the most dis­ 
tinguished families fo the S tate and 
his m other wa- a Miss M eriw ether of 
an equally aristocratic fam ily of the 
sam e county. 
Young M eriw ether was 
given a classical education.

school at the age 
of 
eighteen,

have only a negligible effect upon the 
level of a flood, and only a nominal 
influence upon movement of the w a­ 
ters toward the Gulf”.

tion by Associate Forester E. A. Sher­ 
man of the Forest Service, 
United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
made as a response to 
one 
of 
the 
most unique among the many sugges­ 
tions offered with a view to controll­ 
ing floods of the great river. 
The author of this suggestion es­ 
timates that 85 per cent of the cubic 
space between the levees from Cairo 
to Baton Rouge is occupied by “giant 
cottonwood forest and other kinds of 
tree growth of all sizes’’, and urges 
that the area be completely stripped 
of the trees to make more room for 
the water.

“ It is unquestionably true that this 
land area does support lowland hard­ 
wood forests of 
great 
extent 
and 
value. 
Possibly 85 per cent of the 
surface 
area 
is 
given to 
growing 
trees. “ But”, said Forester Sherman, 
“the computation of cubic feet occu­ 
pied hy the tree growth must be bas­ 
ed on the space actually occupied by 
the trees rather than the entire land 
surface on which the trees grow, and 
when so computed the space between 
the levees does not appear to be near­ 
ly so chocked or usurped by the trees. 
Actual investigations on representa­ 
tive lands in the 
Missi^tippi 
Valley 
have shown, for example, that 
the 
cottonwood produces a maximum 
of 
6000 cubic feet of wood per acre 
at 
fifty years of age, with an average 
height of 136 feet. 
This means about 
50 cubic feet of wood volume for each 
acre-foot (43,560 cubic feet) of su r­ 


face. 
In other words, though 86 per 
cent of this land surface may be ta k ­ 
en up 
by

AGRICULTURE IN ALASKA 


Helpful hits for prospective nnd es­ 
tablished settlers in Alaska arc con­ 
tained in a report of the work of the 
five agricultural experiment stations 
of that territory recently 
published 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
Work was carried on in 
the year 1925-26 at Sitka, Matanuski, 
Fairbanks, 
Kodiak 
and 
Rampart 
These stations are located in widely 
separated region of greatly varying 
climatic conditions. Each station con­ 
ducted work with a specific class of 
projects related to the particular re­ 
gion. 
At the south station, in the south­ 
eastern part of the territory, where 
the climate is cool, the summers wet 
and the winters mild, horticulture is 
given much attention. 
Much work 
has been done on the improvement of 
strawberries. 
All 
the 
strawberries 
grown are for domestic use and for 
market in the interior, and 
most of 
those grown in the coast region are of 
Sitka origin. 
Several stations 
have 
demonstrated that strawberries 
can 
be successfully and profitably grown 
in Alaska. 
Perhaps no crop is more generally 
cultivated in Alaska than the potato. 
It is the principal “money crop” and 
is used 
by 
everybody. 
Each 
town 
garden and prospector’s cabin has its 
potato 
patch. 
The 
many 
mining 
camps consume large quantities 
of 
potatoes, most of which are produc­ 
ed locally. 
The Sitka station has de­ 
veloped a number of 
varieties 
that 
yield well in Alaska. 
Several stations have been engaged 
in developing hardy cattle by cross­ 
ing the Galloway breed with the Hol­ 
stein Friesian and the Galloway with 
the Asiatic yak.

Repairing of breaks in the levees 
nenr New Madrid and Dorena is ex­ 
pected to be under way inside of two 
wer>k«f following a meeting here Mon­ 
day afternoon of 
drainage, 
railroad 
and government representatives 
who 
agreed on distribution of 
construc­ 
tion costs among the concerns inter­ 
ested. 
A total of $234,500 has 
al­ 
ready been pledged for 
reconstruc­ 
tion, and an additional $20,000 may be 
»«cured from the Frisco and Cotton 
Belt railroads If they 
sanction 
the 
recommendations of their representa­ 
tives at the meeting. 
The St. John’s Ix»vee and Drainage 
District, the St. Francis I^evee 
Dis­ 
trict, the Little River Drainage Dis­ 
trict, the Mississippi River commiss­ 
ion, and the Cotton Belt and Frisco 
railroads were 
represented 
at 
the 
meeting. 
Appropriations for repairs 
as stated at the meeting were as fol­ 
lows: 
Mississippi River commission, 
$128,000; St. John’s I^evee ami Drain­ 
age District, $82,000 and furnishing 
added 
right-of-way; 
Little 
River 
Drainage District, $15,000; St. F ran ­ 
cis I*>vee District, $7500, Rperesenta- 
tive« of the Cotton Belt 
and 
Frisco 
railroads agreed to recommend $5000 
and $15,000 
respectively 
to 
their 
roads as their part in the cost of re­ 
construction. 
The sweep of water over the levee 
at the New M adrid-Farrenburg 
and 
Dorena breaks has cut sinks in 
the 
ground beyond the levee, making 
it 
necessary to rebuild the levee out be­ 
yond these points. 
This will involve 
a new right-of-way which will make 
it necessary to build the levee in the 
edge of New Madrid, it is 
believed. 
Some houses at that point 
may 
be 
moved to make a site 
for 
the 
new 
levee. 
With the funds furnished, the levee 
breaks will be completely repaired, 
and the levee will probably be 
built 
higher than it formerly was. 
Bids on 
the Dorena fill were approved by the 
River Commission ten days ago. No 
bids will be open for the New Madrid 
fill until the new 
right-of-way 
has 
l»een secured. 
All money for repairs is to he de­ 
posited with the River 
Commission, 
which will take charge of all work and 
let all contracts. 
Final repairs 
are 
expected to be completed in the early 
winter. 
Transportation 
difficulties 
experi­ 
enced by the two railroads in the area 
of the levee breaks has caused them 
to take an active interest in repair­ 
ing the levee. The Frisco had consid­ 
erable difficulty from water over 
its 
line passing through Lilbourn, a towm 
located a few miles from New Mad 
rid. 
Service 
on 
the 
Malden-Cairo 
branch of the Cotton Belt was 
also 
seriously hindered by the levee break 
The levee break, occurring in April 
during the flood period covered New 
Madrid with seven feet of water, forc­ 
ing nearly every inhabitant to 
flee 
and covering the land with water out 
to the main floodway four miles east 
of Risco.

tifications. Early in 1736, Don Carlos 
Franquis was appointed successor to 
Sandoval and went to San Antonio to 
assume his new office.

him arrested and charged him with a 
long list of delinquencies and defal­ 
cations, along with a broad charge of 
removing the capital to San Antonio 
without authority.
